WATCH YOUR R F OUTPUT | 

Although there is lots of controversary 
over the effects of RF energy on the ham 
operator, there are some precautions that 
should be considered by anyone operating 
ham gear, Here are a few preventive 
measures mentioned in the August issue of 
Yorldradic; 

1. Keep your distance from power 
supplies or linear amplifiers even when 
they are in a stand-by mode, 

2. Don't operate when linear shields 
are off, 

3. Use coaxial rather than open-wire or 
end-—fed lines for antennas. 

4. Keep everyone away from your 
antennas when transmitting. This includes 
mobile antennas! The use of indoor 
antennas close to people should he 
reconsidered . 

5S. Use minimum power for QSO especially 
if your antenna is less than 35 feet 
above the ground. 

6. Hfs should be used on lowest pover 
setting needed for Q50, 

7. Keep His as far from the head as 
practical. Use a separate mike if 
possible. 

&. Keep HT transmissions as short as 
possible, 


These recommendations were made by a Dr. 
Shulman who has researched the subject.

STIFFER FINES FOR HAM VIOLATIONS 


The cost of breaking the FCC rules has 
taken a giant leap up in what could cost 
your pocketbook! On August the first the 
commission released a policy statement 
that sets forth new standards for 
assessing fines in all radio services, 
According to the commission the new fine 
schedule not only increases the amount 
they can assess, but it also aids in their 
enforcement efforts. This because anyone 
thinking of breaking the rules will knov 
in advance what the consequences will be. 
Here are a few rules that hams should be 
aware of: IF YOU FAIL TO PROPERLY IDENTIFY 
YOUR STATION in accordance with service 
rules you can expect to be notified that 
you owe a monetary forfeiture of ONE 
THOUSAND DOLLARS | 

EXCEEDING MAXIMUM TOWER LIMITS OR USING 
AN UNAUTHORIZED MODE carries a 5 thousand 
dollar price tag. So does transmitting 
indecent or obscene material. 

Even higher up on the ladder is a 6 
thousand dollar fine for EXCEEDING 
AUTHORIZED ANTENNA HEIGHT LIMITS, 

MALICIOUS INTERFERENCE or failure to 
respom to a commission communication gill 
cost you $7500. SENDING OUT A FALSE 
DISTRESS MESSAGE carries an 8 thousand 
dollar price tag ! These are only the base 
amounts and apply to all services except 
broadcast, cable and common carrier 
operators, These services face even 
stiffer fines for the same type of 
violations. These are for single count 
violations--— multiple count violations 
will bring stiffer penalties,
